Orange, by * mixing Y ellow and Red. 



In painting it is best to begin at the top of the picture, making the sky first. 

Should you happen to make a hard line, take a clean brush and with clean water 20 
oveUhe line and absorb the water with_a piece of blotting paper. 

Sit square and upright before'your work, hold the brush firmly, using easy wrist 
action iWhile applying color to the paper.
